Atlantic City, N. J., March 7.—This 


place bus established itself as a winter 
as well as a summer resort. 
The 


Boardwalk is an animated scene when 
the Sim shines, as It does with fre- 
qiiency even during the winter season. 
All day last Sunday, the crowd was 
suramerlike in Its proportions and its 
animation, -while the display of smart 
gowns far surpassed those exhibited 
during the torrid season. This is due 
to the fact that it is largely tho peo- 
ple who can afford to thus array them- 
selves who are here-at this time. It 
also explains why all the best hotels 
are open and all the others aro closed. 


The sound of the hammer is heard 


in every direction. 
Atlantic City is 


preparing for bigger crowds than ever 
this summer. 
New hotels are being 


tuilt and old ones enlarged, new 
amusement features are being added 
and other improvements are 
under 


•way. All th=-se things will make tho 
Clty-by-the-Soa far 
moro attractive 


than, ever this summer. 


The Marlboroiigh, already among the 


higgest and best hotels in tho city, 
has this week been joined together 
•with tho new annex christened the 
Blenheim, and the two will hereafter, 
under the name of the Marlborough- 
Blenheim, bo the biggest thins in the 
caravansary line on tho island, having 
accommodations for 1,100 guests. The 
Benhelm, which will be open for guests 
this week, is an innovation In hotel 
structure. Its architecture is particu- 
larly striking and attractive. A large 
dome coveied-with ereen anil gold terra 
cotta surmounts tho ocean end, which 
is 12 stories high, and froq-uent bands 
of bright coloreu mercer tile and light 
green terra cottu in sea forms make 
a delightfully interesting exterior. In 
construction the house makes a de- 
cided new departure in many respects. 
The columns and beams:, which ordi- 
narily in fireproof buildings are made 
of steel, in this building are construct- 
ed of reinforced concrete throughout. 
The walls are built of hollow tile plas- 
tered outside, thereby gaining two air 
spaces in the walls so as to insure the 
dry atmosphere so essential and often 
lacking in new building!*. Tho floors 
are also constructed of hollow tile with 
reinforced cancreto joists. 
This, con- 


struction, with the macklte partitions, 
is considered the greatest advance in 
fireproof construction which has taken 
place in tho building world. Every 
floor was tested to four times its great- 
est live load. Thomas A. Edison, the 
world-renowned expert, conducted the 
team test, and after examining Ihe 
building thoroughly said: 
"It is un- 


doubtedly tho coming construction for 
all great buildings. It won't bend, it 
won't break and you couldn't bitrn it 
if you triec.."

are stupendous. A deal was closed a 
few days ago for the purchase of a 
block of ground at Connecticut avenue 
and the Broadwalk by the Tower Park 
Company, 
capitalized 
at 
?<1,000,000, 


which proposes to construct a Luna 
Park surpassing in size those of Pitts- 
burg and Coney Island. 
Everything 


that goes to make up a 
modern 


amusement enterprise will be Intro- j 
duced. Besides a great tower, which 
"•will occupy the center of the plot there 
will be a theatre costing over ?150,- 


000, fire proof and with a big tank | 
built in the staga for use • in wata- 
scenes in the plays. 
Contracts for 


the erection of the tower and theatre 
will be let -within a few days. 


There is now no doubt of the gen- 


ulness of the boom that has hit the 
lower section oE the Boardwalk, gener- 
ally known us "the bowery." 
In ad- 


dition to tho ocean pier and the big 
hotel to bo erected at Arkansas av- 
enue and the beach, comes news oE 
the closing of negotiations for ground 
for the million-dollar hippodrome and 
theatre, the proposed erection of which 
has long been rumored. A company, 
composed of well known theatre men, 
is back of the enterprise, and by July 
1, proposes to have its now structure 
of reinforced concrete and brick re.'idy | 
for opening. 
The seating capacity ot i 


the theatre is to be 2,500, and on top I 
of the building a roof garden wil! pro-! 
vide seats for as many more around | 
an immense roller skating rink over- 
looking the ocean. 
In 
•winter 
this I 


space will be converted into an ice t 
rink, kept in constant condition for 
skating by a patent freezing plant. 


QPromcnnders during the

the Boardwalk by Young's Pier which 
they will not be slow to appreciate. 
Visitors havo frequently commented 
upon the narrowness of the prome- 


nade between tho pier and tile* stores 
opposite, and being In tho very con-

scene ot a continual jn»n and crush 
when the summer ami Easter crowds 
flock to tho shore. \Vhen tho Bo.irrt- 
walk was widened two years ago, the 
front of the i>icr was not moved back 
and thus encroached several feet upon 
the promenade. City Council at n. re- 
cent meeting; O'.'doroil its immediate re- 
moval and this is now being done. 
The walk nt this point will hereafter 
bo of uniform width..

REV. SEAMAN'S POINTED TALK. 


His Work There During the Past Five 


Years—Says Others Have 
Lately 


Come In on the Wfcrk With Advice 
Contrary to His. 


The recent religious revival at Sum- 


mit Union (?) Chapel, In Dunbar town- 
ship, Fayette county, Pa., was very re- 
markable In several ways, and has a 
story with It that In some respects 
beats a novel. And because several 
partial reports of the matter have been 
to some' degree misleading, and be- 
cause we have been urged by a party 
not In any way Interested, to give an 
account of tha revival, we are submit-

The people may 
have come out at first for curiosity, 
but they must have stayed curio-.s till 
the habit settled on them, and tho 
preacher, every time, found himself 
standing before a fine audience, and 
the disturbance and disattentlon la the 
back seats gradually began 
to die 


away. But for all that, a few spirits, 
and professors at that, maintained a 
hostile attitude to the work, and have 
continued to do-so all along. But that 
was the case oven with Christ, and 
has been in every age since. But we 
Just kept on in the face of oponhaudcd 
and underhanded opposition. We are 
not ventilating spleen; we are simply 
trying to got the naked truth in the
